"A WONDERFUL NATION." 

Rov. J. N r . Beard of the Central Metho- 
dist church, San Francisco, recently 
preached u moat lemurkuble sermon be— 
foro a numerous congregation. The rev- 
erend gentleman took for his text the 
twelfth verso and forty-ninth chapter, of 
Isaiah: 'liehold, these shall come from 
far, and, lo, theso from the North and 
from the West; and theso from the land 
of Sinim ." These words, said tho preach- 
er, appoar in a marvellous prophocy of the 
extension of tho Messiah's kingdom in the 
earth. Tho land of Sinim has boon ascer- 
tained by scholars to bo none else than 
China. Now that steam and electricity 
havft brought this far-oil' nation to our 
very gates, it Hooma as if tho application 
of the prophecy is at hand. We can 
scarcely speak of evangelization of China 
without encountering a prejudice. The 
average Oalifornian, outside of the church, 
would prefer to exterminate the Chinese 
rather than seok their ovangolization. 
The reverend gentleman then went on to 
say that he meant to speak of tho Chinese 
question, not from any political stand- 
point, but as a Christian to Christians. 
Ho said he believed in and favored re- 
stricted immigration, because it was a 
nocussity born of common sense. Were 
immigration not restricted, America would 
be heathenized long before China could 
bo in any way Christianized. Ho be- 
lieved in aiding tho waifs and scums of 
the street, but ho could not take them all 
into his family, for the maintenance of tho 
purity of the family circle is the best way 
to be sure of doing tho greatest good to 
the world. China is the most wonderful 
country tho sun iihines 011. It has !i,UO0 
miles of sea coast, indented with tho har- 
bors of populous cities. There are no 
grander or no moro extended deserts and 
plains on the globe. One vast fertile 
plain alone is one half larger than the 
entire Empire of Germany. Tho rivers 
of China are not extended in extent or 
numerous anywhere. The torrid zone 
and the Arctio snows mark her confines. 
Her area exceeds that of all Europe by 
more than three quarters of a million 
square milo3. No man ever saw China in 
its entirety. The nation numbers a hund- 
red million moro people than all of North 
and South America, Africa, Australia and 
the islea of the sea. Of every threu babies 
born in tho world one is a Chinese. In 
China every day ;Ui,00U humon beinys diu 
without a knowledge or hope in Christ. 
If all the inhabitants of London should 
perish in the next three months the mor- 
tality would not be as great as in China. 
It is a false idea that men of slender edu- 
cation can be sent 83 missionaries to 
China, for they will have to meet and re- 
fute the subtleties of a civilization and 
philosophy thousandsof years in oxiatenco. 
Greece and Rome had each a national ex- 
istence not greater than a thousand years. 
China has been a nation four thousand 
years. Two hundred years before Abra- 
ham lived tho Chinese astronomers made 
calculations that have been verified in this 
nineteenth century. Centuries before 
Moses, China hud laws and a literature 
that rivalled those of the Egyptians. Be- 
fore Homor wrote his Illiad, tho Chinese 
wore writing epitaphs on the tombs of an- 
cestors who had been dead thirteen hund- 
red years. Education is universal and 
thorough. It is said that if all the classics 
of China were gathered in one immense 
heap and burned to finest ashea, there 
are in China a million men who could re- 
produce them from memory. The Ohi- 
neso wo have with us are but the veriest 
scum of tho nation, and yet they are edu- 
cated. The internal improvements aro 
alao unsurpassed in their magnitude. 
True, we ha 10 now far outstripped in every 
form of development the people of Asia, 
but they had tho start of us by many, 
many centuries. This Chineso question 
ia not to be settled by sandlot politicians, 
nor by State legislation, but by the great 
onward movements of civilization and 
Christianity. Centuries may not suffice 
to afl'ord a solution, or perhaps a few de- 
cades may do the work.

can tee americans 
steamships; 

The failure of Mr. Roach, the great 
American steamship builder, has raised tho 
question, Can the Americans build steam- 
ships I With an available seaboard by 
many timos the largest of any nation on 
earth; with a vast commorce that gives 
profitable employment to many thousands 
of sea going vessels uf every conceivable 
class, and with ports that swarm with 
sailors, nino-tentha of the American trade 
with foreign countries is conducted in for- 
eign bottoms, and three-fourths of the sail- 
ors are*foreigners. It has long been a de- 
monstrated fact that tho Americans can- 
not maintain lines of steamships in tho 
trans-Atlantic trade. Several creditable 
attempts have been made within the past 
thirty yeur«; but all — from tho Collins 
Company in 1857 to tho Baltimore Com- 
pany in 1884 — ondod most disastrously. 
On the Pacific, where competition is leas 
keen than in the Atlantic, Americans, 
aided by heavy subsidies from the govern- 
ment, have been enabled to drive off com- 
petitors. As builders of boats for lake 
and inland navigation the Americans are 
unequalled. Tho steainora of no nation 
come anywhere near in point of elegance 
and swiftness than the boats that okim 
Long Island Sound, and the Olympian, 
which glides daily in and out of Victoria 
harbor, there are no moro magnificent boats 
afloat. It is whon the Americans ossay 
to construct war or merchant steamers for 
aea-going service that thoy fail. Wo be- 
lieve it is a fact that there is not to day a 
steamship crossing the Atlantic that flies 
the American flag; and it in asserted that 
were it not for the law which shuts 
out foreign shipping from the coasting 
trade of the United States foreign bot- 
toms would drive American shipping out 
of its own porta. This may or may not 
be the case; but experionco has demon- 
strated that, although the English, 
French, German and Canadians can run 
steamships at a profit the Americans are 
unable to maintain them save at a loss. 
And now, the failure of Roach gives riso 
to tho question with which this article 
commenced, Can the Americana build 
steamships i Roach's liabilities will foot 
up §10,000,000. Tho disaater was pre- 
cipitated by the refusal of the U. S. gov- 
ernment to take the Dolphin oil" his hands 
and to recognizo tho existence of a con- 
tract for the construction of three other 
ships of war. Tho total coot of theso 
four vusaels, equipped, was not to exceed 
$3,000,000; so it is evident, from the ci- 
tent of tho liabilities, that the business 
has been carried on at a los» for a long 
time. While no good reason lias over 
boon presented why tho Americans can 
neither build nor sail steamships suceoso- 
fully, the fact remains aB has bean stated. 
Disaster overtaken overy enterprise. 



TEE STATUTES, 1885, 

The opposition press aro endeavoring 
to make capital out of the alleged fact that 
the issuo of the bound Statutes of 1885 
has been delayed far beyond the custom- 
ary date. To prove tho fallacy of these 
statements it ia only necessary to quote 
from tho columns of provincial papers tho 
dates on which the statutes were issued in 
previous years. On the 10th July, 1880, 
the Mainland Guardian acknowledged the 
recoipt of a copy of the statutes of that 
year. Un tho ; ; 1 a t May and 4th June, 
respectively, 'The Colonist and Guardian 
acknowledged receipt of the statutes of 
1881. In 1882,statutesjweroucknowledged 
July 4th by The CoUmiat and duly 8th by 
the Columbian. In 1883, The Colonial re- 
ceived a copy on the 22d "July and the 
Guardian on tho 25th July. In 1881, 
The Colonist received a copy Juno Oth and 
the Guardian June 14th. These facts and 
dates dispose of tho charge of delay so 
freely printed by the opposition press. 
The accusation that tho binding of the 
statutes was done outside tho province is 
a moro aorioua one. If thestatomont ad- 
vanced by one of our contemporaries, 
viz.: That a San Francisco house was 
employed to do tho work, should prove 
to be correct, it will bo a very damag- 
ing thing indeed for the government. 
Our contemporary has ample opportunity 
to verify its statement by referring to the 
custom house books. Meanwhile, the 
proper course for the government to pur- 
sue is to givo their binding out by tender 
to the lowest bidder who is prepared to 
do all tho work expeditiously and well 
within tho province. 

Tho Schools. 

To THK EDITOR: — Somo of your readers 
doubtloss have noticed the communica- 
tions that have appeared in the Times and 
Standard of this city over the signatures 
"Spectator" and "M" with respect to the 
procoediagH of the teachers' institute re- 
cently held in this plueo. As each of the 
communications is misleading in somo re- 
spects I desire to add a few words by way 
of explanation in behalf of the teachers 
and tho examiners. 

As to tho remarks of "Spectator'' com- 
menting on tho bad grammar used by tho 
toachers while speaking, no doubt there 
may have been grounds for criticism if 
ono sot himsolf to closely analyze all that 
was said; but tho impression left by your 
correspondent and the idea he seems to 
wish to convey is that the teachers as a 
class use very ungrammatical language. 
This I emphatically deny, I do not be- 

who spoak more gramatically correct than 
tho toachers, and yet compared with some 
of those who set themselves up as critics 
their opportunities for public speaking aro 
very limited. It is a very easy matter, I 
admit, for an individual to drop into a con- 
vention for an hour or so where teachers 
are discussing subjects upon which 
they hsvo previously given but littlo 
thought, and find . some sentences 
which will not stand tho gra mmatical 
test. Little, however, did those teachers 
think, unaccustomed as thoy are to public 
speaking, that they had in their midst a 
Fadladeon or "chiel taking notes," for 
the purpose of exposing their "awful ' 
mistakes ill grammar. Of "Spectator" I 
think it might well be said, that "weak 
critics magnify trifling orrors," and from 
tho style of his own composition 1 think 
ho not only manifested bad taste in re- 
ferring to the mattor at all, but has shown 
himself very incapable of being a proper 
judge as to whether a sentence is gram- 
matically corroct or incorrect. 

As to tho lotter of "M" (which may 
mean most anything, probably "Mahdi," 
"MormoniBin" or "Magician"), which ap- 
peared in tho Standard in reply to "Spec- 
tator," I take strong exceptions to the 
insinuations made by him that the teach- 
ers were intimidated from expressing their 
honest convictions, owing to the fact that 
one of tho examiners acted as chairman 
of the institute, and which this solitary

the superintendent of education, whoso 
duty it was to preside, could not attend 
and therefore requested Mr. Fraser to 
take his place.

Fraser, after the urgent solicitation of the 
teachers present and the unanimous vote 
of the meeting, respectfully complied. 
Hero it seems is where tho blunder was 
made in not appointing Mr. "M" 
to tho position; but he will have 
to mend his ways if ho ever 
receives an appointment as chairman of a 
committee, let alone chairman of the in- 
stitute, from the hands of his fellow 
teachers. As to his baso insinuation that 
the teachers were intimidated on account 
of the presence of the examiner, he not 
only insults the intelligence and candor 
of his follow teachers but displays a vast 
amount of ignorance of the manner in 
which tho examinations are conducted. 
As tho candidate's name dues not appear 
on his papor at all, it being recognized 
only by its number, it is dillicult to un- 
derstand how an examiner ia going to bo 
able to confer a favor or withhold it if ho 
were even so disposed. The teachers, 
however, have implicit confidence in the 
integrity and honor of tho board of ex- 
aminers, and Mr. "M" need give himself 
no uneasiness about the matter, as they 
aro quite capable of looking after their 
own interests, and they will give him due 
notice whon they wish his services as tho 
champion of their cause. 

Mr. "M," no doubt, feels a little 
chagrined because I113 atheistic plaster did 
not stick; but ho may as well Joarn now 
a» in the future, that whilst the teachers 
of this province havo no desire to make 
our achools either sectarian or denomina-

Tlic North Arm Settlement. 

On Friday last the provincial secretary 
mot a number of his constituents at the 
Town Hall, Richmond municipality, for 
the purpose of discussing road work and 
other matters of public interest. Al 
though in the middle of hay-harvest, the 
sturdy yeomanry of the North Arm was 
well represented. The meeting listened 
with much attention to what the provin- 
cial secretary had to say, frequently mani- 
festing their approval and satisfaction by 
hearty applause. At the conclusion a 
resolution was unanimously passod ex- 
pressing confidence in tho government 
and thanks to thoir representative. The 
chair was occupied by Hugh Boyd, Esq. 
Reeve, of the Municipality, and O. L>. 
Sweet, Esq., acted aa secretary. 

The fertile acres of Lulu and Sea Is- 
lands, aa well as uf the adjacent mainland, 
never yielded better hay and grain crops 
than those now being harvested; but root 
crops will fall below the average, owing 
to the unusual drought. All that is 
needed in order to make tho heart of the 
agriculturist on the Lower Fraser glad is 
a good market, and it is believed tiiat 
desideratum will come with tho work of 
railway extension to Coal Harbor and the 
commencement of tormin'al, works thereat. 

The Richmond cannery is in full blast, 
fho boats bringing in as high as ono 
hundred and fifty salmon each to tho 
shift. 

Our readers may not know that an ex- 
cellent highway has been constructed 
across Lulu Island, extending from tho 
South to the North Arm , a distance of 
over four miles, tho capacious ditch along- 
side of which acta aa an arterial drain for 
tho entire island. It ia intended to im- 
mediately construct a wharf at the end of 
this highway on tho South Arm, at which 
steamers can land and carry away the 
products of that fertile region. The ne 
ceaaity of connecting Sea Island and Lulu 
Island with tho mainland by means of a 
bridge across the North Arm ia receiving 
earnest attention. A highway across Sea 
Island ia now in course of construction; 
also one connecting the settlement on the 
southeastern part of Lulu Island with the 
trunk road already referred to. Alto- 
gether, what is commonly known aa the 
North Arm settlement presents a very 
progressive and encouraging aspect. 

Fai-well iUiiiuiK. Notes. 

Fauwku., July 12th. 

Tho mining excitement in reference to 
tho Big Bend country continues unabated. 
Twenty-three miners certificates have 
been granted at tho Farwoll oflico while 
many who are in the Hig Bend aecurod 
them at Kamloops and Beaver. 

Seven mineral claims on McCullough 
creek have boon recorded, ono of which in 
galena, the others being gold quartz. If 
there was a trail of sufficient worth to 
facilitate the bringing in of material to 
test theso claima it would bo of great ad- 
vantage and convenience to tho miners. 

A number of claims aro also recorded 
on tho Illo-cille- want, ono being that of 
tho rediscovered Moberly claim. 

A miner arrived from ICootonay lake 
the other day and brought somo fine 
specimens of galena ore. He reports 30 
or 40 men at that lake and thinks that 
there is good prospect of it becoming a 
rich mining district. Tho returned miner 
also reports having found gold on Slocan 
stream. The Slucan ia thirty miloa long, 
and comes from a lake not shown on tlio 
map, east of and parallel to low /irrow 
Like, and flows into the Kootenay river 
nino or ten milea from ita junction with 
the Columbia. He intends to reviait 
this. 

The development of theso mineral 
claima is a slow process; access to the 
claim ia generally difficult and the pros- 
pectors are often without moans to test the 
value of tho find. Capitalists do not euro 
to invest unlosa thoro is a certainty of the 
ledge being a true one; consequently pro- 
gress is alow. Tho ihiners think that the 
government might give help in improving 
tho access to the mines, and this ia especi- 
ally felt in tho caao of Big Bend. They 
think the development of that country 
would be repaid if a road was made to 
bring in supplios quickly and cheaply. 

Shoulfl placer diggings be struck in tho 
neighborhood the advancement, of the 
seation would be immediate and greut. 

Tli«; Dominion Resources. 

Ex-Alderman Moore, of Toronto, ar- 
rived on Sunday last in company with 
Rev. Dr. Sutherland. Mr. Moors last 
year prosecuted a most successful lectur- 
ing tour through eastern Canada and Eng- 
land, his theme being the Northwest, 
illustrated by photographic viowa takon 
personally and enlarged on a canvas by 
means of a 8tereopticon. His object in 
visiting the province is to collect a fund 
of information, which ho will condense 
into a similar lecture on this province, ita 
resources and nconory. Tho latter ho will 
also personally secure, having a complete 
photographic outfit along with him. 

Mr. Mooro thinks that tho Northwest 
possesses tenfold more advantages as an 
agricultural field than the Northwestern 
states, with a much greater extent of land 
available for the plow. Its future ia 
without doubt to be a great ono. Tho 
lecturer will visit tho northern coast and 
alao go east by tiio lino of tho 0. P. R., 
branching into various parts of tho coun- 
try and aecuring overy information and 
taking views. Tile groat intereat taken 
in the east will make tho effort financially 
successful, and in Mr. Moore's hands tho 
province's advantages will bo fairly placed 
before extern and English audiences.

On the point ia marked 
tho grotesque signs of tho medicine man, 
believed to bring luck to the fisherman 
who puisea the instrument- of»war high 
over lna head and throws ita long dis- 
tance with great dexterity , seldom missing 
tho mark aimed for. There is another 
article for spearing salmon, made of two 
sticka placed al right angles with two 
iron barbs pointing inward. It is a 
strange coincidence relative to t hie spear, 
that it ia identical with the one used by 
the Esquimaux of Labrador. There aro 
hundreds of masks representing the 
different spirits, and a large bear head 
and akin for the wild orgies of the bear 
dance, also a variety of new novelties that 
might bo mentioned with intereat to the 
roader. Profossor Jaeobaon will ahip his 
last collection to Berlin next week, and 
probably return to Germany in Auguat 
with his brother and some Indiana if ho 
can get them.

METHODIST MISSIONS. 

Arrival of Rev. Dr. Sutherland, 
the General Secretary. 

Rev. Dr. Sutherland, general secretary 
of the Methodist church missions, ar- 
rived on tho Olympian on Sunday, and in 
the evening preached an interesting and 
thoughtful sermon in tho Methodist 
church, Pandora street. 

To a reporter of The Colonist yesterday 
the rev. doctor said that the object of his 
visit to this province waa to make a gen- 
eral tour of inspection of tho missions 
carried on here under tho direction of the 
Methodist Church of Canada. Ho will 
first visit those in the northern mainland 
among tho Indiana, and afterwards to the 
interior of the Province, returning to tke 
eaat via tho C. P. R. route. 

The Methodist missions extend thn ugh 
tho whole ol tho Dominion, from tho At- 
lantic to tho Pacific, including Newfound- 
land." They also have missions in the 
Bermudas and in the Japan empire. In 
thu hwterfiold the Methodist churches were 
tho pioneers in mission work. Its won- 
derful growth from the tiruL is familiar to 
all church people, and latterly it has evi- 
denced a greater spirit of progroaa. A 
college waa established in Tokio about a 
year and a-half ago, and is now attended 
by 100 students. The main object is to 
educate thu native converts for missionary 
work, though a general course of instruc- 
tion is also given. Tho pupils are taken 
at an early ago, and brought through the 
I primary departments in the graduation 
| from college. This is now easily carried 
| on aa the higher officials of the land are 
in favor of Christian institution, and as- 
sist the missionaries greatly in (heir work. 
Though the old edicts against Christians 
are still in force, they are virtually a dead 
letter, and it is only a question of lime 
when they will be formally revoked. 

The mission work of the society em- 
braces 450 stations, with 500 paid servants 
of the society. These mission churches 
are assisted until they have progressed 
far enough to bo self-sustaining, when 
they are made so. There is a constant ui- 
| oroaso in the work though a large number 
who became self sustaining does not allow 
of it being shown in its best lifjht. 

Dr. Sutherland camo from the oast via 
tho Northern Pacific, which hue he found 
to be as luxurious and modem in Its 
equipment as any line on tho continent. 
He waa accompanied by ex-ald. Moore, of 
Toronto, and changing cara at Livingstone 
they spent live days among the wonders « > f 
the American national park in tlio Yel- 
lowstone valley. They are enthusiastic 
over the delights and wonders of nature 
that are thers to bo viewed, the geysers, 
the falls, the can ill, the wind, and fantas- 
tic shapes of the rocks, which are colored 
with all the tints of tho rainbow. Stand 
ing where thu water is precipitated over 
tho fall, the eye can soo it far beneath 
when it striked tho basin, which expands 
into a large amphitheatre, tho sun shin- 
ing on the varied tints of tho rocks, mak- 
ing it a grand and lovely sight, which 
words cannot describe, but which has to 
be drank in by the lover of nature in per- 
son in order to gain a conception of its 
many beauties. Tho trip along the Col- 
umbia, through Puget Sound to Victoria 
was enjoyed. 

Tho Ur is charmed with the beauties 
of Victoria, and thinks this is really the 
first time ho has been very far west. 

To-night the reverend gentleman will 
deliver a lecture in tho Methodist church 
on "Leaders of Men," and no doubt the 
subject will bo treated in a masterly way, 
as the lecturer, has grown white-haired in 
his contact with men, of whom he is evi 
dently a keen observer. An admission of 
25 cents will be charged. 

Chinese Mission School. 

On Sunday ovoning the services nt the 
Chi ue8o mission school wore very inter- 
esting. Mr. J. E. Vrooman, its energetic 
founder, returned that morning, and was 
present to welcome Ins celestial congreca- 
turn. llev. Mr. Hartwoll, a San Fran 
cisco Chinese missionary, who is in Vic- 
toria for the purpose of soliciting sub- 
scriptions for tho building of a Chinese 
church in that oity, preached to tho Chi- 
nese, the latter tilling thu hall to its 
utmost capacity. Tho preacher waa lis- 
tened to intently by his audience, who 
are always delighted at being able to hear 
an address in their own language. Hymns 
were sung in the Chinese language and 
tho scripture road by Mr. Vrooman. 
Rev. Dr. Sutherland, Rev. W. Percival 
and ox aid. Moore, of Toronto, who were 
present were very much interested in the 
novel aervico. 

Last evening the secular school was in 
session with a fair number of pupils in 
attendance, Mr. Vrooman in his old place, 
assisted by Misses Burgess and Pollard. 
Tho Chinese strangely onough manifest 
more interest, in tho religious teaching 
than in the secular. Tho teachers are 
earnest and attentive in their work, and 
good progress in learning English has been 
attained by thoso who have regular 
scholars.

Tho grcn.to.st single achievement of 
Pasteur was his restoration of the silk- 
worms in France to their normal health, 
after he had discovered and treated suc- 
cessfully the disease which he found them 
Buffering from. The wool-worm or sheep 
of France was suffering, too, from a fatal 
disease, anthrax, which nobody hud yet 
explained or found a remedy against. 
For quiet and practical benevolence, no 
uct of man in Franco for many years 
equals the work of Pasteur in searching 
out and overcoming these two pests of 
the industries by which millions arc sup 
ported, and the beauty of his achieve- 
ment is that it seems likely to hold good 
for all time, and to be, as it has been, tho 
indication for other discoveries of even 
greater importance. 

It is not likely that oven Pasteur him- 
self will make many more, for he is now 
tiJ years old, and has never fully reeov 
cred from the paralysis which attacked 
him in 1808, at the closo of his labors in 
the silk-worm regions of France. It is 
needless to describe what he did in Ibis 
CUterprise, for it has often been published 
and is the most romantic episode In his 
romantic career. He restored to its for- 
mer prosperity the cocoon industry which 
had yielded more than 180.000,000 francs 
a year, but which the " pepperage" had 
reduced in amount to less than 80,000,000 
franca Tho yield had been 2(1,000,000 
kilograms of cocoons in lSSil, but in 18(55 
only -l.OUO.OOO— so that the pecuniary loss 
in twelve years amounted by that time to 
$25,000,000 a year. 

jS r o other achievement of Pasteur's had 
such immediate and beneficial pecuniary 
results— for now tho yearly income has 
been restored, and not only in France, 
but in other countries of the silk worm. 



Curvaturo of tho Spine. 

A reporter called upon a popular physi 
cian for a few facts in regard to lateral 
curvature of the spine. "1 desire to ask 
about its cause and whether it can bo 
cured," said the writer. 

"In the lirst place let mo answer em- 
phatically that it can be cured, " said tho 
doctor. "Tho causes of lateral curvature 
of the spine are many. Line half of them, 
however, can he attributed to the want of 
energy, want of life enough to sit up 
straight, and it is very common for young 
girls and ladies to sit with their backs 
twisted and bent in a half-curved position 
while read, etc. Nurses carrying children 
on the same arm will in time become sub 
ject to this deformity. The other half of 
the Cases of this kind arise from obliquity of 
the pelvis, from the shortening of a limb, 
muscular debility during convalescence, 
weakness of Ihe ligaments during too 
too rapid growth, " etc. 

"What is the effect of this deformity?" 
was asked of the doctor. 

"Although lateral curvatures have no 
bad effects on the general health in their 
earlier stages the severer forms derange 
the functions of the viscera, of the thorax 
and abdomen by compressing them. " 

"You say that lateral curvatures are 
rarer among boys thau girls. I low do 
you account, for this?" i 

"Very easily, " said the doctor. " Bova 
are allowed more freedom of action, while 
with girls debility and curvatures seem 
purposely induced by their mode of living, 
ft is singular what deformity a curvature 
will produce before being discov sred by 
by the parents or relatives. "
